Here we go, again. For those who are interested, I can provide 
silver plated copper contacts for making keyer paddles, straight keys, etc. 
These appear to be the same ones that you find on Vibroplex paddles, 
Bencher, MFJ, etc. About an eighth of an inch in diameter, made of copper, 
and silver plated. They have a mounting stud on the back, about an eighth of 
an inch long and a sixteenth of an inch in diameter. 

Here is how we worked it last time and it went fine: I can provide a 
set of 4 contacts (enough to make an iambic keyer paddle set) for a dollar 
and a self addressed stamped envelope. If you want more contacts, just 
include a buck for each set of 4 you want. I can provide pretty much any 
quantity that you want.

Thanks to all who responded to the IC706 and Scout feedback that I asked 
for. It seems that in the opinions of most is that when the Scout gets 
warm, the frequency shifts out beyond the capabilities of the micro and 
that the thing drifts a bit when warming up. It will drift when it gets 
hot. Most people say that this is not a problem on SSB but gets annoying 
for CW use. I am picky about CW and would not like a drifty radio 
especially after just plopping down 500-600 plus bux for a new rig! It 
seems that a good used radio would be a better buy. This was a 
disappointment to me as there is a need for a simple 50-100 watt rig 
that caters to the entry level and QRP and "I like ‘em simple" radio 
crowd. That is the very reason that I sold my TS850, too many knobs! The 
IC706 got praise, but a few mentioned a dislike of having to dive into 
the menu system to do a lot of the functions. Good receiver and all, 
most that had them liked them. 

Not a lot of feedback on the DX70 Alinco. Just must not be a lot of them 
out there. 

As far as Scout availabiltiy, they are on a 5 week back order, but 
Tentec has some "demos" available for $511. The demos are ones that were 
purchased used and returned because the purchaser decided not to keep 
the radio for whatever reason. 

There were almost as many comments from Scout users and one Argo user 
that had no problems with drift. One Scout owner complained that the 
receiver was noisy and another said that his receiver was better and 
quieter than the receiver in his Kenwood.

>>I talked with Gordon at Tentec today. I called to inquire about Scout 
>>pricing and availability and asked about the drift problem. I am not 
>>sure that I would call it a drift, it is really more of a "jump" in 
>>frequency. A drift is a slow fade up or down in frequency. The Scout 
>>will actually hop around a few KC when you are working someone with 
>>them. Some do it, some don't. Gordon acknowledged that they have that 
>>problem. He claims that the micro that controls the frequency does not 
>>get enough time to reset back to the proper freq on fast or long 
>>transmissions. When I asked him how fast fast was, he would not say for 
>>sure. He said that if when you are operating one you would allow a 
>>second or two pause "every so often" that the micro would spot the 
>>frequency and not "hop". 


Ten-Tec is using what we've referred to as a 'Huff-n-Puff" scheme, and it 
requires a pretty long counting period- on the order of 100 msec or more- to 
achieve good frequency stability. With a QSK rig, the T-R sequencing is 
pretty rapid, and factors like key-down LO pulling also complicate things. 

Lee Richey's excellent article in September's QST, by the way, alludes to 
the difficulty of providing stabilization during transmit- it's a thorny 
problem. At high CW speeds, there's not enough time to get a good frequency 
count, so the best fallback is to disable the loop. This requires that the 
loop ‘catch its breath' during the next pause, so the VFO will free-run until 
then and then jump back when the operator pauses. 


If the rig in jumps to an entirely new frequency after prolonged transmit 
intervals, it's because the routine which figures out which way to adjust the 
frequency is confused. In all likelihood, this routine was implemented with 


8-bit precision. With a loop resolution, of say, 5 Hz, the total lock range 
is 256 times this, or about 1.3 Khz. Once the loop drifts out of this range, 
when it tries to relock it'll be at an entirely new frequency. The jumping 


can be remedied by using a newer controller device with a 16-bit counter, or 


with additional code. In either case, it's a significant change, and the 
vendor would certainly be reluctant to £ix something that isn't always 
‘broke' .

Hello Gang, 


I've owned a Scout for about 4 years and operate mostly CW. 

I think there are a few short comings in the rig but after all it is 
meant to be a less expensive rig than some of the mult-kilo 

buck Yeacomwood rigs. 


There are features I like and some I dislike but put up with. 

As far as the frequency jump problem, one way to get around it 

is to use an external keyer. The internal keyer uses the 
microprocessor so it monitors frequency in between dits and 

dahs. I personally don't like the weighting of the built-in keyer, 
and also would rather turn a pot than use the paddles to change 
keyer speed. Using the paddles sounds like a good idea but if 

you find yourself needing to change speeds frequently, it's a big 
nuisance. 


During a conversation with Ten Tec, they admitted the heat sink is 

a bit small for the amount of heat dissipated by the PA. However 

the PA transistors are rated at 80 watts dissipation EACH. You would 
have to try hard to blow it up! I put a small fan on the back and took 
care of the excess heat, and some of the drift too. 


If you use light weight stereo phones you'll notice the ever present 
microprocessor buzz. I have a pair of Kenwood HS-5 headphones 

that don't have the high frequency response of the stereo type and the 
buzz is just barley noticeable. 


I have not tried modifying the rig, yet. It's just my personal opinion 
that the drift, if it's really a problem at all, would be less 
noticeable 

than a sudden jump. 


Ok, now that I've beat up on my Scout, what do I like? I didn't have to 
take out a second mortgage! Over all I really like it. It's easy to 
use, just turn it on and operate. For my style of operating (very 
casual) 

it fits just right. Would I buy one again? Yes.

At 25-30 WPM, my long-winded rag-chewing speeds, my Scouts would 
jump (or drift) right out of the other fellers bandpass. I had any number 
of people ask me if I was using a Scout before I even told them. They could 
tell by the well known "Scout shift". External cooling did not help me 
much. In this day and age, we have come to expect better stability than 
that. My three Scouts worked great on SSB, however. 


I have found that Ten-Tec makes excuses for their shortcomings, but seldom 
admits to them. As a result, nothing gets changed. I have two Ten-Tecs 
left, a Corsair-2, which is outstanding, and a Centaur amplifier, which 
would awaken the dead with its loud fan and clicking relay in QSK. However, 
the Centaur is otherwise a fine amplifier. 


But, Ten-Tec still has the best QSK in the business, I think.

In 1980-81 I had a 40-channel SSB/AM CB that I sent to one of the companies 
who performed CB-to-10 conversions. I made some QRP contacts with the radio 
in my vehicle, using a 6 foot CB helical whip with some turns removed for the 


10 meter band. 
What I did not like about this conversion was that I let them convert the RIT 


(Clarifier in CB-speak) to a VXO. The problem was that transmit and receive 
didn't track, and return trips to the conversion shop could not solve the 
problem. 

My contacts spent a lot of time chasing my signal and operating their RITs. 


In my opinion, if you get a CB conversion, leave the RIT alone... 

This will let you stay on channel, and one of the nice things about CB 
conversion is that operation is channelized.... 

Channelization is convenient for calling freqs, nets, skeds, and so forth.

> Ten-Tec is using what we've referred to as a 'Huff-n-Puff" scheme, and it 
>requires a pretty long counting period- on the order of 100 msec or more- to 
>achieve good frequency stability. With a QSK rig, the T-R sequencing is 
>pretty rapid, and factors like key-down LO pulling also complicate things. 

> Lee Richey's excellent article in September's QST, by the way, alludes to 
>the difficulty of providing stabilization during transmit- it's a thorny 
>problem. At high CW speeds, there's not enough time to get a good frequency 
>count, so the best fallback is to disable the loop. This requires that the 
>loop ‘catch its breath' during the next pause, so the VFO will free-run until 
>then and then jump back when the operator pauses. 


Dave is correct here. In the development of the CycleMaster/C7, we found that 
is was vitally important to unlock the loop during the receive to transmit and 
transmit to receive transitions. In the case of the CycleMaster, if the rig is 
held in EITHER receive or transmit for longer than about 300 mS, the VFO will 
be stable. The unit WILL NOT jump to a new frequency under any circumstances. 
The controller stores all digits of the operating frequency, therefore being 
able to return to the exact frequency each time the loop locks. With a decent 
VCO this scheme generally does not create a problem since on SSB or hand sent 
CW there are almost always periods when the rig is in transmit or receive longer 
than the required 300 mS. AMTOR and similar modes is another story. In 

that case 

the rig is constantly switching between transmit and receive and the loop never 
gets a chance to lock. (At least during the communications cycle) 


With stable VCO's like those being used in the current crop of QRP rigs used by 
this group, a frequency locking scheme can be very effective and convenient.

Chicago Miniature just ran an ad in a trade magazine for a "CMD1224WC 
Bright White (TM) LED". It isa semiconductor-based white LED. This 


lamp has a stated output of 200-400 mcd at 20 mA, and a forward voltage 
range of betwen 3.6 and 4.0 V at 20 mA. Although the voltage would require 
three battery cells rather than two, this seems like a good idea where 
light output or viewability was more important than maintaining good night 
vision. I haven't looked at other LEDs either to see how this stacks up 
in regards to light output vs electrical input. Again, its color may make 
it a better deal since its light is easier to see than red. 


Is red a good LED color for people who are colorblind? My dad was 
red/green colorblind. To him, the grass and trees always looked dull 
brown. Is this a problem with a sensor which does not work or is ita 
matter of faulty translation? If the receptors do not work then red may 
not be a good color to use.

When I was in Japan in January, I visited the AKIHABARA area (the 
electronics area) and saw several vendors demonstrating/selling white 
LEDs. They were not super bright, and varied slightly in tint (greenish 
occasionally among the units shown) but they were definately white, and 
about 1/8" diameter (there is a standard LCD size about that dimension, 
and this one fit the same physical size). I didn't notice if they had 
any tri-color (r,g,b) LEDs, but since then when I was down at Disney 

in Orlando (for work, unfortunately!) I saw in one of the restaurants 

a scrolling message sign board (those kinds with messages that roll 
across the surface) and it was full color, in that it had red, green and 
blue. I think the LEDs on that one (I'm almost certain they were LEDs, 
altho I suppose they might have been LCDs) were tri-color. The sign 
wasn't really bright (hence I suspect it was LED based); it had an array 
of single indicators, each about 1/4" diameter. 


I didn't inquire as to price, but on retrospect I kind of wish I had 
bought some of the white LEDs when I was in Japan.

Yesterday someone posted that they had boards for sale for $10 each with 
several parts on them that should be usable to QRPers. I would like to 
pass on a trick on how to get the parts off easily, and have a high success 
rate. 


When I strip boards for parts I do the following: 


1. Pick up the board with a pair of vice grip pliers locked to hold the 
board. 

2. Get out the trusty Wagner Power Paint Stripper heat gun. 

3. Turn the board over and apply heat until the solder runs. 

4. Quickly rap the board on the cement floor of the garage and knock the 
parts out. They literally fall out of the board. 

5. Pickup parts and sort. 

6. Sweep up solder mess. 


Be careful with the heat gun, as soon as you see the solder start to flow, 
rap the board on the floor. Don't work on too big an area at one time. I 
would love to credit the originator of this idea, but I have forgotten who 
it was. It certainly wasn't me. 


If if you have ever tried to unsolder IC's you will appreciate this method. 
It is sort of the reverse of wave soldering. 


Also, when you buy boards for parts, add up the cost of the components you 
will use on the board and divide by 10. If the cost of the used board is 
greater than your figure, forget it, it isn't worth it. And always 
remember that something was probably wrong with the board or it wouldn't be 
available as surplus. I sure hope it wasn't the part that you are 
scrounging. Having said that, yes I sometimes scrounge parts from boards 
in a pinch.

and bagged the fox. The band was highly variable. An s5 signal 
would fade out in the middle of the exchange never to be heard 
again. I could hear the band go long, short and long again in 
seconds. The pileup would be there, fade out, and come 

back again with an all different group of call prefixes in it! 
Wheew! 


I must acknowledge ALL hunters for their excellent conduct. 
Everyone that I could hear made short calls, timed their 
response and respected my selective call inquiries. It made 
the pileups quite manageable and NEVER did I have a problem 
with QRM from someone calling me during exchange of info! 
Congratulations. This group is awesome! 


A side note: 

I was switching back and forth between an elevated vertical 
with six radials, and a full wave 80 meter horizontal loop. 
The loop was better on receive EVERY time. I have always 
favored verticals...but, now I am trying to figure out how to 
squeeze a 160 meter full wave loop into my yard. :)

One thing you can do with the heat-the-whole-pc board method of IC/etc. 
removal is get a pair of self-tensioning (or regular-used carefully) 
vicegrips and clamp them onto any parts with obviously bent leads. The 
vicegrips provide a weight to pull the IC or whatever from its capture... 
on really tough ones you waggle the vicegrips by waggling the pc board. 
Works 99% of the time.
